Minor excisions have been made from certain 
of the documents to be released, %o delete purely lu" 
ternal agency markings and disttlbutlon notatimna,« as 
well as names of Bureau personnel. In my opinion, the 
matter so excised is not appropriate for discretionary 
release. 

Based on conversttions between yourself and ^ 
Freedom of Information and Privacy Unit, *f^ai!iorelolislng 
to you records and photographs in addition to those 
strictly within the scope^of your written request. 
Three-color photographs of the death bullet ar^ in- 
cluded. as is a list of the evidence received by the 
F.B.I. laboratory; this latter item is to make intelli- 
gible certain if the records specifically requested. 
Your client will bo furnished thirty-one pages of rec- 
ords. at 10 cents per page, eleven black and white pho- 
tographs at their of 40 c<ji^?/»«acJr\ 
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and three color photographs at thoir reproduction 
cost of 15.00 each. These materials will either bo 
mailed to you or delivered to your agent by Special 
-Agent Thomas Klsenan, P.B.I. Headquarters; Washing- 
ton, D. C. 20S37.

of business, or In the District of Columbia, Which is 
also where the records it seeks are located.
